Advantages and Surrounding of Sites 


Will Be Important Factor 


with 
Government. 


Since the annou eement w as pu b ­ 
lished that a site is to b e pu rchased 
in this city for a federal b u ilding, 
there has b een mu ch interest m ani­ 
fested as to the b est location. 
V a r­ 
iou s opinions have b een expressed as 
to the b est site, and b u t few people 
seem to agree as to the b est location. 
.Some b elieve that the new b u ilding 
shou ld b e erected near the center of 
the city, while others declare that this 
is not essential, as the city is provided 
' with free carrier service, and b u t few 
persons get their mail from the post- 
office. 
However, it 
is b elieved that the 
b u ilding shou ld b e near the railroad 
stations, as it wou ld b e mu ch more 
convenient in transferring the mail 
for the different mail trains. 
These 
m atters will b e taken into considera­ 
tion b y the Department when the va r­ 
iou s sites proposed are investigated. 
Among the places that have b een 
mentioned as good locations for the 
post office, is the Giger property, at the 
corner of Indianapolis avenu e and 
Second street. 
It is claimed b y those 
who favor this place that it is near 
the three railroads, and b eing along 
the Pennsylvania track, wou ld b e e a s­ 
ily seen b y persons passing throu gh 
the city. 
In deciding u pon a location 
m any say that the b u ilding shou ld b e 
situ ated where it wou ld he seen at the 
b est advantage, as it will he one of 
the b est b u ildings in Seymou r and will 
add to the appearance of the city. 
A nother location which has b een 
su ggested i 
the cigar stand of Hwu enschild 
& 
Sliu tts, and the adjoining property, 
on Chestnu t street. 
Another is the 
lot form erly occu pied b y the Ahlb rand 
C arriage Company, together with the 
lots u pon which stand the b u ilding 
of the V iss fu rnitu re store. 
It has also b een su ggested that the 
lo ts owned b y the PfatTcnb erger heirs, 
a t the corner ♦»t* Third and Chestnu t 
streets, wou ld make a good location. 
O thers have asserted that the lots at 
the corner of Indianapolis avenu e and 
St. Lou is avenu e wou ld b e a favorab le 
location, as the b u ilding wou ld b e near 
the stations and at the sam e time 
wou ld b e in the center of the city. 
It is not known at this time ju st 
w hat lots will b e proposed to the Gov­ 
ernment, as none of the proposals 
have b een prepared.

By the new law the carriers 
may Work six or seven hou rs on one 
day and nine another day, provided 
the aggregate of the week’s work does j-n 
not exceed forty-eight hou rs.

Much Cause For Hearty Laughter 


W hen They Got Together After Long 


Separation, 
but 
Just 
W h at 
They 


Talked About, the Reporters Could 


In No W a y Find Out. 


Beverly, Mass., July I.—Ju st like 
two college boys who have been part­ 
ed for a long sum m er th a t has been 
full of incidents for both, President 
Taft and Colonel Roosevelt m et here. 
“Mr. 
P resid en t!” the high-pitched 
voice of the colonel shot out the words 
with all the vehemence it ever carried 
in debate. 
“T heodore!” the big form 
of the president looming above th at 
of the colonel, shook as he boomed it 
out. 
“It, used to be ‘Mr. P resident’ and 
‘Will.’ 
Now it is ‘Mr. President and 
‘Theodore,’ ” added the coolnel as he 
eyed the m an before him from head to 
foot. 
Then they grasped each other’s 
shoulders in an unfeigned burst of de­ 
light. 
The portico of the T aft cottage 
at Burgess Point is roomy, but for the 
president of the United States and the 
only living ex-president It is not too 
large at all. 
Up and down its length 
they strode, laughing and gesticulat­ 
ing, the sm aller man eager, alert, in­ 
tensely interested, the other laughing 
hugely, exploding now and then at 
w hat he heard. 
It reminded 
some of those 
who 
heard of the time at the W hite House 
in W ashington when Taft was secre­ 
tary of w ar and the colonel was in the 
W hite House. 
In those days, not so 
dong ago, w hfn Mr. Taft entered the 
sanctum m errim ent entered, too. 
There was laughter always when he 
and Mr. Roosevelt were together and 
not seriously engaged. 
It was the 
sam e spirit that prevailed at Burgess 
Point. 
T here 
were 
others 
present, 
while the president and the colonel 
talked. 
Senator Lodge, whose guest 
the latter had been at N ahant, came 
over with him. 
Secretary Norton and 
A ssistant Secretary F orster were on 
the portico of the Taft cottage, too. 
But they were but little in the con­ 
versation. 
True, they all took tea to­ 
gether on tl*e shady porch, but the 
m ost p art of the two hours and a half 
that Roosevelt stayed within the gates 
of the sum m er capital he and the pres­ 
ident paced the floor arm in arm, talk­ 
ing, gesticulating and exulting in their 
renew al of an old friendship. 
“I had a most pleasant time with 
the president,” said the colonel, when 
he whirled out of the gat** in Senator 
Lodge’s car, bound for Nahant and 
Boston. 
“ I don't believe th ere’s any­ 
thing to say, is there, C abot?” he ad­ 
ded, turning to the senator. 
The sen­ 
ator agreed that there was not. 
“We 
had a m ost delightful time together,” 
he continued, as an afterthought. 
“They had a bully time,” was the 
way Secretary Norton put it when he 
came out later and was besieged by 
the new spaper men. 
“They talked 
about m any (hings in a personal way.” 
The colonel was shown a clipping 
from a new spaper in which he was de­ 
clared to have told Governor Hughes 
th a t he was “sore” because the gover­ 
nor would not run for a third term.

These cu ltu ral instru ctions pertain to 
the growing of beans for u se du ring 
the green state or for snap shorts, as 
it is generally k nown, say s the Iowa 
Homestead. 
It is au old say ing that land which 
will not grow any other crop may he 
planted to beans. 
Howev er, this is a 
great mistak e, for in order to grow a 
good crop of beans the soil mu st be 
fairly rich or y ou will hav e a poor 
crop. 
Beans will come Into bearing 
earlier on light, sanely soil, bu t larger 
crops and pods of bettor 
Quality can 
be grown on heav ier soils, only they 
will be a little later in coming into 
| bearing. 
This point shou ld be giv en 
I consideration when planting for mar- 
| k et, as the early crops alw ay s bring 
I the best prices. 
Beans are v ery tender and shou ld 
I not be planted u ntil the grou nd is 
i qu ite warm or the seed may decay in 
the grou nd. 
Planting shou ld be done 
j abou t the time corn is planted or a lit- 
| tie later for main crop. 
Plant in rows eighteen inches apart, 
hav ing the seed in drills ev ery fou r 
inches or in hills abou t one foot apart 
in the rows, ('ov er the seed abou t two 
inches deep. The w riter prefers plant­ 
ing in hills, as they are easier to hoe 
and k eep clean from weeds. 
As soon 
as the plants are u p commence to stir 
the soil, and giv e frequ ent bu t shal­ 
low cu ltiv ations u ntil the blossoms ap­ 
pear. 
After that all cu ltiv ation shou ld 
cease, as the blossoms are v ery easily j 
k nock ed off. and of cou rse this wou ld 
greatly diminish the crop of pods.

Railroad Revision Measures, 
Creation ot Commerce 
Court and Postal Sav­ 
ings Banks Among Laws 
Pointed to by Taft.

HE chief measures passed by 
the session of congress just 
c lo s e d were the railroad b ill. 
the postal savings bank b ill, 
the land withdrawal bill, the reelama 
tion boud bill, the campaign publicity 
bill and the statehood 
bill. 
What 
amounted to a tariff commission bill 
was also passed, for an appropriation 
was voted the tariff board on an under­ 
standing that it should investigate cost 
of production at home and abroad. 
Ail of these measures were enacted 
on the recommendation of the presi­ 
dent and constitute what are known 
as the Taft policies. 
Probably never in the history of the 
country did a president so completely 
have his way so early in bis adminis­ 
tration. True, he had to abandon some 
of his program, including such items 
as federal license, anti-injunction and 
ship subsidy, but this abandonment 
was only temporary. 
Considering the 
driving power he displayed he should 
be able to force through those items 
aud others during the short session. 
He will also probably attempt to ob­ 
tain federal regulation of railroad stock 
and bond issues at some future session. 
He recommended it strongly this time, 
and his idea was ingrafted in the 
W ickerham draft of the railroad bill, 
but was stricken out in the senate. 
Later the conference committee gave 
him a commission to inquire into rail­ 
way securities,‘and it will doubtless 
be on the report of this commission 
that he will renew his recommendation 
for federal regulation. 
The chief ob­ 
ject of such a law would be to prevent 
the watering of stock. 


A B ill W ith Teeth. 
The 
new 
railroad 
law 
provides, 
among oilier things, for a commerce 
court, to which all appeals from the in­ 
terstate commerce commission shall be 
made. It gives the commission power 
to initiate an Inquiry although uo 
formal complaint has been made. 
It 
confers on the commission the power 
to suspend for ton months a proposed 
advance in rates and to prohibit such 
advance permanently lf found to be 
unreasonable and uujust. This provi 
aion went into effect at once in order 
that it might apply to the proposed in­ 
crease in freight rates recently halted 
by the famous Taft Wickers ha rn in­ 
junction. 
The law places telegraphs, 
telephones, cables and wireless under 
the control of the commission, but pro­ 
vides for special rates, such as those 
given to the press. It contains a long

and short haul provision forbidding a 
greater charge for a short haul than 
for a longer one over the same line. 
It prevents the merger of competing 
roads or of the absorption by a rail­ 
road of a competing water line. It per­ 
mits shippers to choose routes and to 
be represented by counsel in hearings. 
It forbids a railroad from lowering its 
rates to drive out water competition 
and afterward raising them except by 
permission of the interstate commerce 
commission. It provides for a commis­ 
sion to inquire into the issue of railroad 
securities and the watering of stocks. 
It contains many other features of 
benefit to shippers, such as those to 
expedite hearings. Many of the provi­ 
sions in the railroad law were placed 
there by the insurgents in the two 
houses. They called it “giving the bill 
teeth.” 
Among the most notable of 
these additions are the long and short 
haul clause and the inclusion of tele­ 
graphs and telephones. The progres­ 
sives also struck out the merger and 
traffic agreement sections. 


Postal Depositories. 
The postal savings bank law marks 
a new departure in American finance. 
It provides that th© president and two 
members of his cabinet shall consti­ 
tute a commission to establish postal 
depositories at money order postoffices 
throughout the country, that these of­ 
ficers shall receive deposits not exceed 
$100 per month or $500 in all from 
one person, that 2 per cent interest shall 
be paid on these deposits, that 65 per 
cent of the postal funds shall be placed

in nearby banks on proper security, 5 
per cent shall constitute a reserve fund 
and 30 per cent may - be invested in 
government bonds. 
In cases of ex­ 
traordinary emergency, however, the 
president may invest all the funds in 
government bonds. 
Western senators 
protested against the bond buying fea­ 
ture of the act and against the security 
required from local banks on the claim 
that these provisions would operate to 
throw 
the postal 
funds 
into 
Wall 
street. 


Statehood and Conservation. 
The act admitting Arizona and New 
Mexico as separate states provides that 
the people of these territories shall 
proceed to the formation of constitu­ 
tions, which shall go into effect when 
ratified by the voters and approved by 
congress aud the president. There was 
some hitch as to voting qualifications 
in Arizona, but this was fixed by a 
broader suffrage than that now recog­ 
nized in the territory. 
It is probable 
that the two new states will be In the 
Union by 1911, making forty-eight in 
all and using up all the territory in 
the United States available for state­ 
hood purposes. 
This, of course, is ex­ 
clusive of Alaska and our island pos 
sessions. 
It Is time to put two more 
stars on the flag. 
Originally 
President 
Taft 
recom­ 
mended nine conservation measures. 
Two of these passed. 
The land with­ 
drawal act empowers the president to 
withdraw from entry temporarily any 
lands now in the possession of the 
United States, but provides that land 
containing metalliferous minerals shall 
be subject to entry under the mineral 
laud law. 
The act was criticised by 
such conservationists as Gifford Pin- 
chot because it failed to validate the 
withdrawals of President Roosevelt 
and by implication at least threw a 
doubt on their legality and because 
the provision as to the mineral land 
law and that concerning homestead 
entry left a loophole for the private 
acquirement of water power sites and 
other natural resources. 
The other measure enacted, which 
was not strictly a conservation act, but 
was related thereto, was the reclama­ 
tion bond bill. This was originally put 
at $30,000,000, but was cut to $20,000,- 
000. 
A fight was made on the provi­ 
sion requiring army engineers to pass 
on 
irrigation 
projects 
which 
was 
thought to reflect on the reclamation 
service and possibly to mean the sup­ 
planting of Director Newell, who bad 
testified against Secretary Ballinger. 
It was finally compromised by provid­ 
ing that the president must approve 
such projects, and it is presumed that 
he will use army engineers to investi­ 
gate them. 
The purpose of the recla­ 
mation bond measure is Jo raise money 
to complete irrigation projects already 
undertaken by the government. 


Campaign Fund Publicity. 
The campaign publicity law which 
the president advocated, although it 
was not usually classed as oue of the 
Taft policies, requires that candidates 
for congress shall file a statement of 
election leceipts and expenditures aft­ 
er election. 
The Democrats made a 
fight to compel publication before elec­ 
tion, and a p ro v iso - to this effect was 
included in the house bill, but was aft­ 
erward stricken out in the senate. 
The president also succeeded in get­ 
ting an appropriation of $250,000 for 
the tariff board with the avowed in­ 
tention of having it investigate the cost 
of production at home and abroad and 
if the information obtained warranted 
it to use this as a basis for further tar­ 
iff revision. 
Of the Taft policies, federal license, 
ship subsidies, anti-injunction and sev­ 
eral conservation measures were tem­ 
porarily sidetracked with the presi­ 
dent’s consent 
By a close vote in the 
senate the ship subsidy measure was 
made the unfinished business to tie tak­ 
en up in the short session. Other meas­ 
ures which are left over are the anti­ 
option bill, prohibiting gambling in cot­ 
ton futures, and the Appalachian forest 
reserve. 
Both of these measures pass­ 
ed the house, but were lost for lack of 
time in the senate. 


A Chapter of Inquiries. 
Congress undertook numerous inves­ 
tigations, the most important of which 
was the Ballinger case. The report on 
this, it is understood, will be given 
out before election. 
The high prices 
Investigation by the Lodge committee 
brought forth a partial report, which 
exonerated the 
tariff 
and 
ascribed 
fifteen or twenty causes to the increas­ 
ed cost of living, among which were 
the larger production of gold, conges­ 
tion in cities, abandonment of farms 
and food trusts. 
The investigation of 
the election of Senator Lorimer of Il­ 
linois was left to a subcommittee, 
whloh will hold hearings during the 
recess. 
In the closing days of the ses­ 
sion Senator Gore of Oklahoma made 
sweeping charges of attempted bribery 
in relation to Indian claims, and an In­ 
quiry was ordered by both houses. 
One of the most notable develop­ 
ments of the session was known as 
the insurgent movement. It consisted 
of about thirty Republican members 
of the house and perhaps a dozen in

One of tile watchwords of the ses­ 
sion was economy, and, while no vast 
saving has been made, the chairman of 
the ways aud means committee stated 
at the close of tile session that the 
aggregate 
of 
appropriations 
would 
show’ some reduction from the previ­ 
ous year and compared to the normal 
increase in appropriations due to the 
growth of the country would show 
material saving. 
He gave the credit 
for this to the president. In this con­ 
nection Mr. T aft sent in a severe criti­ 
cism of the rivers and harbors bill, 
usually known as the “pork barrel.’ 
While he signed the measure, he frank­ 
ly threatened that if another such 
were ever sent to him he would veto 
i t Ile would overlook it this time, but 
don’t do it again. Another attem pt at 
economy which went wrong was the 
elimination of tile pension agencies by 
the bouse. 
The senate restored the 
agents, aud the two bodies twice dis­ 
agreed on the Item, but the house was 
finally forced to recede. 
Despite 
the 
claim 
of 
Chairman 
Payne the actual figures show a slight 
increase in appropriations. 


Everybody Happy. 
Taken all in all, the session probably 
accomplished more work and made less 
noise than any of recent times. 
It is 
slyly hinted that the special elections 
in Masachusetts and New York threw 
the fear of God into the members and 
they decided it was high time to make 
good if they expected to get back. 
It 
is also just possible that the president’s 
big stick had something to do with the 
result. However that may be, the mir­ 
acle was accomplished, and the close 
of the session gave the country a 
gratifying example of what a congress 
can do wheu it buckles down to busi­ 
ness. 
This was all the more a pleas­ 
ant surprise for the reason that the 
first five months gave no promise of 
such an agreeable ending. 
Congress 
accomplished 
little 
dur­ 
ing tnese five months and gave no 
sign that it would ever mend its ways. 
Then came the landslides in Massachu­ 
setts and New York and some mighty 
straight talk from the White House, 
after which there were evidences of 
repentance and a desire to lead a bet­ 
ter life. 
The country is glad of all this and 
still gladder, perhaps, that it is over 
That Is one of the good things about 
congress—the relief that Is felt when 
it quits. 


Alliance of Mikado and England, E x­ 
piring In 1915, Will Not Be Renewed, 
Asserts Garard Fiennes— Philippines 
to Be Spoil of Yellow Nation Is His 
View of W ar’s Outcome. 


Discussion of Great Britain’s naval 
policy is a thing that, to the American 
wTio hears the .endless rounds of con­ 
testing argument, bids fair to “run on 
forever.” 
Another English naval ex 
pert has discovered shadows in the Pa­ 
cific cast by war clouds formed be­ 
cause of the relations between the 
United States and Japan, especially be­ 
cause of the American “open door” pol­ 
icy. 
This latest contribution bas appeared 
In the London Graphic, forming part 
of a series of articles which under the 
general title of “The Sovereignty of the 
Seas" have been embittering still fur­ 
ther the “naval policy” wrangle. 
The 
author of this series is Gerard Fiennes, 
numbered among England's foremost 
naval experts and a man who Is not 
particularly well liked at the admiral­ 
ty because he insists on “speaking out 
in public.” 


British Alliance to Die. 
Mr. Fiennes states that the Anglo 
Japanese alliance cannot he renewed 
on its expiration in 1915 and that there 
are grave indications that this agree­ 
ment may not conserve far eastern af­ 
fairs on peace lines even before its ex­ 
istence is concluded. 
Ile argues, too, 
that Great Britain must give up its 
policy of regarding the empire in the 
light of the “hen and chickens” com­ 
bination. 
“Japan will,” he asserts, “in the last 
analysis fight the United States very 
much for the reason that prompted 
Bismarck to fight France.” 
He admits that if Japan today or­ 
dered Germany out of Kiaochau the 
kaiser would have no alternative but 
to move out, adding, however, that in 
such an event the old European league 
would revive and Germany, Franc© 
and Russia would overwhelm the mi­ 
kado’s i>eople. 
“But,” contends this naval expert, 
“Europe is not going to lift a finger, I 
Imagine, when war breaks out be­ 
tween Japan and the United States to 
save to the latter the islands of which 
it deprived 
Spain. 
Europe 
has 
a 
‘Monroe doctrine’ of its own, and it In­ 
cludes the determination to leave the 
United States to stew in its own juice. 


Japan Despises America. 
— “The Japanese are full of contempt 
for American brag and bounce, for the 
lack of national spirit or even of true 
nationality, which they discern in the 
Americans. 
They 
have a profound 
disbelief in the war worthiness of the 
American navy and an acute realiza­ 
tion of the fact that the strategical sit­ 
uation is overwhelmingly in their fa­ 
vor. 
“It Is objected that the Japanese are 
too poor to fight. 
When will people 
recognize the fact which all history 
teaches—that it is the poor nations, not 
those which have grown rich and com­ 
fortable, which fight? The Prussia of 
Frederick the Great, the France of Na­ 
poleon, were poor. 
“It ought to he so obvious as not to 
need saying that it is the nation which 
hopes to gain something, not the na­ 
tion which is preoccupied in holding 
what it has gained, which is tempted 
to wrar. Japan is rich enough to afford 
w’ar because, directly or indirectly, she 
will make war pay for itself.” 


AUTOMATIC ENUNCIATOR 
TO SAVE HUMAN VOICE. 


Chicago 
Invention 
Useful 
In 
War, 


Peace and 8port, 


The first public demonstration of an 
“automatic enunciator” took place re­ 
cently in Chicago. 
The invention Is a 
development of telephone experiments. 
By the use of electro-magnetic action 
the voice of a speaker is carried along 
as many wires as desired and for any 
distance, then sent out through graph©- 
phone horns, so as to be audible in a 
large room. 
At the demonstration Inventor L. M. 
Cole spoke In a tone that could not 
have boon heard thirty feet away, and 
in a dozen rooms all over the building 
the reproducer omitted the tones clear­ 
ly. 
The enunciator can be attached to 
telephone circuits in large buildings, 
and In every room simultaneously the 
message will be given. These are some 
of the uses the promoters give: 
P agin g g u ests sim u ltan eou sly In every 
public room of a hotel 
G iving inform ation to departm ent heads 
in w h olesale houses from th e m ain office. 
A nnouncing train s from several horns in 
large station lobbies. 
Sending com m ands to every officer on a 
battleship 
A nnouncing streets to p assen gers a t ev ­ 
ery seat In street cars. 
A iding the au d ien ces of th eaters, op­ 
eras and church es to hear all that Is said 
and even 
carrying 
the 
sound 
to resi­ 
dences. 
N o tify in g building em ployees of fire In 
the building. 
C alling 
carriages 
and 
autom obiles 
at 
th eater entrances. 
D eliverin g com p lete baseball and racin g 
n ew s to any num ber of halls. 
C arrying the voice of a speaker to audi­ 
en ces at ‘‘overflow ” m eetings. 
The results are gained by alterations 
to three telephone agencies—the trans­ 
mitter, the receiver (or producer, as it 
is here called) and the circuit itself. 
The nature of these alterations the pro­ 
moters refuse to give out until patents 
are perfect cd and manufacture start­ 
ed. 


PULLMANS USED IN SUBWAYS 


London Underground Surpasses New 
York In Comfort. 
New’ Yorkers may think their sub­ 
way is up to date in every detail, but 
it Isn’t—that is, compared with Lon­ 
don’s underground. The latter has in- 
trodr.ci d the very latest In comfort. 
It is limning on several of its trunk 
lines I’uliman buffet cars. 
A commuter who misses his break­ 
fast can get it on the train. 
Later in 
the day passengers can have lunch, 
and after 4 o’clock they may have tea. 
Soon the Pullmans will be attached to 
the theater trains, and supper may be 
had on the way home. 
The Pullman company has never 
been able to extract from Englishmen 
a fare equal to that familiar to Amer­ 
icans. The Pullman conductors on the 
trains to Brighton, fifty miles from 
London, collect only a shilling (25 
cents) for the journey. 
The trains to 
Folkestone, seventy-nine miles from 
London, carry Pullmans, and the Pull­ 
man fare is only a shilling. 
There are no Pullmans on the long 
distance trains to. the north, to Glas­ 
gow and Edinburgh, but the railroad 
companies provide very comfortable 
sleepers, for which $1.25 is charged In 
addition to the fare. 
The passenger is 
provided with a compartment all to 
himself. 
There are no upper berths. 
The compartment contains a lavatory 
and an electric reading lamp. 
They 
aren’t luxuriously upholstered in tho 
w’ell known Pullman form of high art, 
but their comfort and cleanliness are 
undeniable. 


LARGEST STEAMER PLANNED. 


German Liner to Exceed All Previous 
Size Records. 
The largest steamship in the world 
is soon to Le built at Hamburg for a 
German line, and the plans were re­ 
cently Inspected by Emperor William. 
The ship will have a length between

Uncle Sam’s Bills Scrubbed by M a­ 
chine at Washington. 
Uncle Sam’s money laundry Is get­ 
ting a tryout in the United States bu­ 
reau of engraving and printing. 
Di­ 
rector J. D. Ralph is on the job watch­ 
ing with interest the renovator of dir­ 
ty bills do its duty. 
The machine on 
trial is one invented by Frank B, 
Churchill. 
The machine takes bills and spreads 
them on a screen. 
This screen is re­ 
volves! rapidly through a solution of 
soap and water, w’hich takes off the 
grime. 
The 
next disk takes them 
through a strong solution of a disin­ 
fectant, which removes the germs. 
A 
third disk removes the traces of the 
other tw’o waters and sends the bill 
out on to a plat ready for the “plater.” 
The “plater” is the same roller used to 
press new money. 
It is this machine 
that gives new money its crispness. 
After the washed out bills are run 
through the “plater” they are com­ 
paratively new, the Ink colors having 
been brought out again and the dirt 
removed. 
It is Mr. Ralph’s idea that the life 
of a banknote will be extended about 
60 per cent by the new method. The 
machine which he wants will cost be­ 
tween $800 and $1,000. 
It will save 
from $500,000 to $1,000,000 annually.

Oyster Bay, July 2.—More insurgent 
leaders are coming to Sagamore Hill. 
There will be three of them here to­ 
day, according to Roosevelt, who is 
back from his trip to Cambridge, Bev­ 
erly and Nahant. 
The names he re 
fused to give, but the mere fact of op 
ponents of the administration flocking 
to the hill is rather interesting, if not 
significant, in face of the meeting with 
Taft. 
The colonel had a few things to say 
about Governor Hughes. 
While !**■ 
was emphatic in his desire to refrain 
from discussing the action of the as­ 
sembly in defeating the Cobb primary 
bill at Albany, he was anx ious to ex 
j plain about the message he sent to 
Chairman Lloyd. 
He did not send it 
of his own accord, said the colonel. 
“I did not intend to Interfere in any 
way,” said the colonel in no uncertain 
manner. 
“While I was shocked to 
learn that Governor Hughes had ac­ 
cepted an appointment to the supreme 
bench, just as I was when ETihu Ron. 
left the cabinet to become a senator. 
I did not ask Hughes to resign, after 
he had accepted 
his place cn the 
bench. 
However. I have always held 
a very high regard for Hughes, and I 
believe that he would have been elect- ! 
ed for a third term had he ch « sen tc ; 
remain in state politics.” 
Then Roosevelt went on to tell how I 
I the governor had req uested him to 
make 
some 
definite 
announcement , 
! concerning direct primary legislation. 
Governor Hughes feared that if the ; 
| colonel remained silent on the q uestion 
the silence might be construed as op­ 
position. It was because of this advice 
that Roosevelt wired his indorsement 
of the now beaten Cobb bill. 
Although the ex -president would not 
go further Into the m atter there is 
reason to think that he is not through 
with the fight. 
He has set the ball 
rolling in this state, and the impres­ 
sion is that he will follow up just as 
he is going to do in national politics. 
Naturally he was not pleased at the re­ 
sult of his first political move since 
his return. 
Hughes will come to Sag­ 
amore Hill within the nex t few days, 
Mr. Roosevelt thought, but the ex act 
day he does not know even now. 
It 
has been asserted a good many times 
during the past week that Roosevelt 
has not yet taken any stand regarding 
the administration. 
He said that he 
was feeling his way: had not had a 
chance to get a line on things. 
Politi­ 
cians thought that after his visit to 
Beverly the colonel might have reach­ 
ed a conclusion. 
He has not; or if he 
has he will not say. 
“I can only repeat,” he said, “that I 
spent a v ery pleasant two hours and a 
half with President Taft. Most of that 
time we just greeted one another, 
a few minutes we 
talked of other 
things, but 1 am not at liberty to dis­ 
cuss them.” 
The colonel said that 
any news of the conference must come 
from Mr. Taft and not from him. 
While he was chatting on various 
subjects Roosevelt got started on how 
busy he is. He will begin to cut down 
on everybody dropping into Sagamore 
Hill, because he simply cannot do the 
work that is req uired of him. 
From 
now on visitors other than those whom 
he is anx ious to meet or friends of the 
family, must go to the Outlook office. 
The colonel will be in town every 
W ednesday and probably oftener. 
“There has been a lot of opposition 
to the franking privilege for an ex - 
president,” the colonel said, “but, by 
George, he ought to have it. Now I’m 
not talking for myself, arid I don’t 
want any pension, but let me tell you 
boys, that the fact of my having been 
president is costing me $5,000 a year 
in postage and telegraph tolls.”
